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DETAILED ACTION 



Claims 7-15 are pending. 



Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 

are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCI Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 

elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 7-14, drawn to a patch-containing pouch housing in its interior a patch 
which has a pressure-sensitive adhesive layer laminated on at least one side of a 
support and has a release film attached to said pressure-sensitive adhesive layer, 
wherein said pressure-sensitive adhesive layer contains a drug represented by general 
formula (1 ) or a pharmaceutically acceptable salt thereof, and at least a portion of the 
inner surface of said pouch in contact with said patch is made of polyacrylonitrile. 

Group II, claim(s) 15, drawn to a method for inhibiting drug migration whereby migration 
of a drug onto the inner surface of a pouch housing a patch provided with a pressure- 
sensitive adhesive layer containing said drug is inhibited, wherein said drug is a drug 
represented by general formula (1 ) or pharmaceutically acceptable salt thereof, and at 
least a portion of said inner surface is a surface made of polyacrylonitrile. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under POT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: the patch of group I 
requires support, and release layer while method of group II does not require the 
support and release layer. Further the patch of group I can be used in materially 
different method such as simple drug delivery to the skin and package only for storage 
purposes as evident by US 7,220,473, col.7, line 64 till col.8, line 20 and figure 6. 
Package of the patch of invention I not necessary used to inhibiting migration of drugs 
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to the skin as required by group II. Further, group I requires specific adhesives and 
specific multilayered structure of the pouch that is not required by group II. 

3. This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so 
linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

The species are as follows: 

R represents 2-isopropoxyethoxymethyl, 

R represents carbamoylmethyl or

The species listed above do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, the species lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: the species are 
independent or distinct because as disclosed the different species have mutually 
exclusive characteristics for each identified species. In addition, these species are not 
obvious variants of each other based on the current record. Applicant is required to 
elect one compound from the multiple recited formulas. 

5. This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so 
linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

The species are as follows: 

Acrylic -based pressure-sensitive adhesives containing a polymer including a 
(meth)acrylic acid ester as a monomer unit. 

Block copolymer-based pressure-sensitive adhesives containing a styrene-based 
block copolymer, and 

Pressure-sensitive adhesives comprising said acrylic-based pressure-sensitive 
adhesive and said block copolymer-based pressure-sensitive. 

Applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a single species to which the 
claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. The reply 
must also identify the claims readable on the elected species, including any claims 
subsequently added. An argument that a claim is allowable or that all claims are 
generic is considered non-responsive unless accompanied by an election. 

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration 
of claims to additional species which are written in dependent form or otherwise include 
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all the limitations of an allowed generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1 .141 . If claims 
are added after the election, applicant must indicate which are readable upon the 
elected species. MPEP § 809.02(a). 

The following claim(s) are generic: claim 7. 

6. The species listed above do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, the species lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: the species are 
independent or distinct because as disclosed the different species have mutually 
exclusive characteristics for each identified species. In addition, these species are not 
obvious variants of each other based on the current record. 

7. Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected 
invention, the inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .48(b) if one 
or more of the currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim 
remaining in the application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by 
a request under 37 CFR 1 .48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1 .17(i). 

8. The examiner has required restriction between product and process claims.

Withdrawn process claims that are not 
commensurate in scope with an allowable product claim will not be rejoined. See MPEP 
§ 821 .04(b). Additionally, in order to retain the right to rejoinder in accordance with the 
above policy, applicant is advised that the process claims should be amended during 
prosecution to require the limitations of the product claims. Failure to do so may result 
in a loss of the right to rejoinder. Further, note that the prohibition against double 
patenting rejections of 35 U.S.C. 121 does not apply where the restriction requirement 
is withdrawn by the examiner before the patent issues.
